1 . Claims 1 -5, 7-13,1 5-3 1 are allowable over the prior art of records. 

2. The instant application is deemed to be directed to an unobvious 
improvement over the inventions patented in Pat. No. 6,418,492 and 5,809,256. 
The improvements comprise the controller causes the device to restart a power-up 
procedure implemented by on/off power control circuit and the power monitor 
circuit when the power monitor circuit determines that the power supplied to one 
of the power supply lines has not stabilized after a predetermined time period 
(claims 1 1 1, 21); a method of responding to a removal of an interface card from a
